on Soviet opposition to the 
United States in the Middle 
East, are expected to react to 
the Johnson-Kosygin summit 
with varying degrees of indig- 
nation and suspicion. This is 
believed to have been the 


major reason underlying Ko- 
sygin's refusal to consider 
Washington as a meeting, 
place: he wanted to minimize 
his Chinese and Arab prob- 
lems. 


The diplomatic exchange be- 


gan last weekend when John-

invited Kosygin. who 


arrived Saturday, to visit him 
in Washington during his stay 
in the United States. The 
President offered the White 
House, Camp David, Md., or 
some nearby mountain resort 
in Virginia or West Virginia 
as a site.

No Compromise 
On Highway Bill 


MADISON (AP)- Gov. War- 


ren P. Knowles said today there 
was "no way of achieving com- 
promise" on the two key pro- 
posals of his highway safety 
package as long as they retrain 
part of his Senate-approved bill. 


The governor's comment at a 


news conference was the first 
indication he would accept any- 
thing less than his total traffic 
safety program. 


He said he had met with as- 


semblymen and discussed the 
omnibus bill, especially the por- 
tions to set a uniform beer 
drinking age at 21 and implied 
consent requiring intoxication 
tests for arrested drunken driv- 
ers. 


"There is no way of achieving 


compromise on either of these 
proposals," he said. "They are 
going to have to be put up to 
the buzz saw and rise or fall 
alcne." 


This was one of two counts on 
The vote was 92 to 5. 


which the Senate ethics commit- 
tee recommended that the Con- 
necticut Democrat be censured 
for conduct that tends to bring 
the Senate into dishonor and 
disrepute.

But'Hanoi and the Viet Cong 


could not anticipate the effects 
of these U. S. moves.

sudden and drastic weakening

This whole reorganization was 


accomplished in a few briel 
months, 
on a crash 
basis 


Communist leaders knew they 
were taking a grave risk, but 
they calculated that the short- 
range target — that is. the 
massing of their best human 
resources for a series of light- 
ning moves that would drive the 
U. S. out and win the war — 
would outweigh the long-range 
risks of stripping the hamlets. 


Instead, the U. S. upset all 


these calculations by sending 
tens of thousands of combat 
troops to South Vietnam. Thus

risks 
of the 


Communist decision to central- 
ize its structure soon began to 
iiatch into literally hundreds of 
local crises.

Outline Precautions 
Season for Haying, Barn Fires Near 


In the next couple of days, 


Wisconsin's haying season will 
be in full swing, and with it will 
come the usual rash of barn 
fires 
caused 
by spontaneous 


combustion. 


H. D. Bruhn, University of 


Wisconsin agricultural engineer, 
says that many barn fires could 
be prevented if farms recogniz- 
ed the .danger signs and har- 
vested hay dry enough to make 
fires unlikely. 


Although 
researchers 
don't 


•understand all factors that lead 
to a spontaneous fire, they do 
know that certain factors are 
closely related to it. 


Wet Steins 


Hay 
containing too much 


; moisture — generally more than 
20-25 per cent — is probably the 
-single greatest cause of barn 
fires. The problem is especially 
severe with chopped hay which 
has a 'tendency to pack tightly 
in the mow. 


Bruhn cautions that chopped 


hay often separates after leav- 
ing the blower pipe. The result 
is a pile of wet stems with drier 
leaves 
floating to the outer 


edges of the mow. The wet 
stems frequently lead to spoiled 
hay and spontaneous hot-spots 
in the mow. 


Baled hay is less likely to lead 


to spontaneous fires, but cau- 
tion is still needed. Low mois- 
ture hay silage can also burn if 
the hay is put in the silo when it 
is too dry, or when the forage is 
chopped too'coarsely. 


Adding salt or other chemi- 


cals to the hay when it is put in 
the mow has little value in 
preventing fires, Bruhn gays. 


If you suspect that hay is 


heating in the mow, keep the 
barn doors open. This will 
ventilate gases produced by the 
hay and prevent gas explosions. 


Probe Mows 


Probing hay mows with a 


steel rod will give you a rough 
estimate of temperatures in the 


mow. If the extracted rod is too 
hot to hold in the hand, it is 
best to call in local fire equip- 
ment to get exact temperatures. 


If temperatures reach 190-200 


degrees, cut the hot spot out of 
the mow. Be extremely careful 
when walking on such mows. 
Bruhn warns. Spontaneous fires 
often burn slowly under the 
mow surface and create ashy 
pockets. 


When removing the heated 


hay from the mow, keep fire 
fighting equipment handy. Hot 
spots often burst into flames 
when exposed to oxygen. Gen- 
erally a garden hose with a 
spray nozzle will control flames. 
But if the fire hazard is severe, 
it's best to have the local fire 
department stand-by. 


Hot hay taken from the mow 


should not be piled near build- 
ings. Such hay has been known 
to rekindle and burn later in the 
day.

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Majority Rule in Labor Unions 


In a five to four decision in a Wisconsin 


case carried to the U.S. Supreme Court by 
the National Labor Relations Board, the 
court has provided a far-reaching new 
definition for the extent of majority rule in 
American labor unions. The decision al- 
ready has been grasped by union critics, 
like the National Right to Work Committee, 
as 'a new argument against compulsory 
unionism. 


The case dates from 1959 and 1962 


strikes at Allis-Chalmers plants in Wiscon- 
sin, when a United Auto Workers local 
fined members who crossed picket lines. 
The workers claimed they were part of a 
management-union agreement which re- 
quired them only to be union members "to 
the extent of paying monthly dues and 
initiation fees, if any." 


The case started its route through the 


courts after the NLRB general counsel 
issued a complaint charging the UAW 
locals with violating the right of union 
members to participate or not to partici- 
pate in collective bargaining and related 
activities. The NLRB dismissed the com- 
plaint, which later was reversed by a 
federal Circuit Court of Appeals. The 
NLRB then carried the case to the Supreme 
Court. 


As the National Right to Work Commit- 


tee now is pointing out, an argument for 
advocates of repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act 


section which permits states to legislate in 
the field of right to work laws is that union 
shops need not mean active membership 
other than payment of dues. The argument, 
of course, is that all employes in a 
bargaining unit should help support any 
effort resulting in a single contract. 


But the Supreme Court majority now 


seems to be saying that the Taft-Hartley 
Act's language against forced union activity 
does not apply to an instance like the one 
in the Allis-Chalmers case when several 
workmen chose not to agree with a called 
strike and were fined for this opinion by 
the union local. 


In a minority opinion, Justice Hugo 


Black said, "If the union uses the union 
security clause to compel employes to pay 
dues, characterizes such employes as mem- 
bers, and then uses such membership as a 
basis for imposing court - enforced fines 
upon those employes unwilling to partici- 
pate in a union strike, then the union 
security clause is being used for a purpose 
other than 'to compel payment of union 
dues and fees.' It is being used to coerce 
employes to join in union activity..." 


Since the Allis-Chalmers case now will 


become a precedent for other disputes in 
related fields, the Supreme Court has left 
fuzzy the legal safeguards to 
minority 


opinion in instances where employes are 
required to be part of union shop agree- 
ments. 


And Over in Vietnam ... 


The spotlight may have been on the 


Middle East during the last ten days but 
there was no letup in the fighting in 
Vietnam. American casualties continue to 
increase as American troops take on almost 
the entire burden of the conflict. 


There have been more voices raised in 


opposition to this most foolish of all wars. 
The Washington Post, a generally conserva- 
tive newspaper, has changed its stand and 
come out editorially for an end to the 
bombing raids on North Vietnam. Senator 
Stephen Young of Ohio explains in an 
article in The Progressive that he firmly 
backed the American position in Vietnam 
until he visited that country late in 1965. 


Senator Young, a veteran of both World 


Wars, points out that the current leaders of 
the South Vietnamese were almost all on 
the French side in the Vietnamese struggle 
for independence. Even though the Viet- 
namese leader was a Communist, it is easy 
to 
see why there is no 
widespread 


enthusiasm for Premier Ky and his cohorts. 
Senator Young also quotes General West- 
moreland as saying that the great majority 
of Viet Cong fighting in the Mekong Delta 
are residents of that area which certainly 
seems in conflict with trie Administration 
insistence that this is no civil war. 


The error of our ways in Vietnam is 


having serious effects upon our interna- 
tional relations. It is no coincidence that 
Marshal Tito turned up at a Communist 
meeting in Moscow. The doubt in the 
United Nations General Assembly over the 


Rural Interests Broaden 


Sound land-use practices are beginning 


to make their appearances in the Fox 
Valley region partly because of the pres- 
sure of urbanization. Activities of agencies 
almost exclusively devoted to agricultural 
pursuits are becoming more apparent in 
the communities. 


The Soil Conservation Service (SCS) in 


Outagamie County, for instance, has been 
designing golf courses, a stock car track, 
artificial swimming lakes, wildlife and 
trout ponds, in addition to its regular work 
of promoting wise land and water use in 
rural areas. 


Businessmen have been advised of the 


suitability of soils for drainage on potential 
building sites. A trucking firm found it 
was unable to use its new terminal because 
of a drainage problem. Fortunately the SCS 
was able to correct the situation with an 
extensive system of tiling. Pre-planning 
could have saved much mental anguish. 


The SCS, sportsmen, farmers and the 


Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation 
Service are in their third year of cooperat- 
ing to stabilize the streambanks of the Wolf 
River and halt the pollution caused by 
siltation. While much remains to be done at 
least the start shows what can be done in 
the public interest to preserve a natural 
resource. 


Realtors and homemakcrs have been 


educated on the value of wise land-use 
planning particularly in the area of new 
home sites. Not all soil types are suitable 
to handle the drainage from septic tanks 
servicing homes in the suburban areas. 


The federal Bureau of Indian Affairs 


has called in the SCS to develop suitable 
land-use plans for tribal lands. 


The change is not limited to the SCS. 


The 4-H movement also has been re- 
examining its program and shifting some of 
its project work into areas of urban 
interest. While dairying is still prominent 
among the 4-H projects, photography and 
dog training are two examples of popular 
avenues of new 4-H work. 


Dogs have become so prominent, for 


instance, that the county is host to annual 
state 4-H competition at its county fair. 
Saddle and riding clubs abound in the 
suburban areas. 


Junior 4-H leaders at their recent state 


conference were counseled on marriage. 
Earlier on a county level they had discuss- 
ed the merits and demerits of dating and 
going steady. 


As the economy of the Fox Valley grows 


the value of these services will become 
increasingly apparent.

The first move toward ending the war in 


Vietnam would seem to be a halt in the 
bombing raids over North Vietnam. How 
long dare we continue a faulty policy, 
conceived in ignorance and expanded for 
all the wrong reasons and which puts us in 
mortal danger?

than about Mr. Rockefeller's 
singularity. 


The article talks about Mr. 


Rockefeller's eight years in 
office with uncritical enthu- 
siasm. "Those who have stu- 
died his eight years and five 
months in office — friend or 
foe ( and there are plenty of 
foes) — have to admit that 
there has never been a period 
of accomplishment quite like 
this in the history of a state 
administration." One of those 
unguarded flourishes which in- 
vite impious heckling, like 
"What about Huey Long?" 


ADMITS PROBLEMS 


Mr. Norton-Taylor goes on 


to admit that there are prob- 
lems Yes, the "ultraconserva- 
tives" would perhaps refuse to 
back Mr 
Rockefeller. (He 


does not call Mr. R. 
an 


ultraliberal for 
refusing 
to 


back Goldwater in 1964). And 
yes, he gave his word not only 
to the public, which is serious 
enough, but also to Fortune 
Magazine, which is solemn, 
tiiat he did not intend to run 
again for the presidency. 


Still, what can he do? If 


Romney fades? And Nixon 
fades? Or if Nixon doesn't 
fade, but doesn't quite have 
the strength to make it? 
Mustn't Rockefeller then come 
out fighting for the nomina- 
tion? For the best the GOP 
has to offer? Hasn't he a 
record to fit the times? 


What times? 
That is of course the ques- 


tion thoughtful men will want 
to ask. The times are especi- 
ally exacting, they do call for

The 
Democratic antipathy to orga- 
nization backing of candidates 
for party nominations was a 
part of the legacy of the old 
LaFollette party, which sent 
many of its younger partisans 
into the Democratic organiza- 
tion after World War II when 
the Progressives gave up the 
ghost and the Democratic or- 
ganization that was a hollow 
shell started to take on life 
and purpose.

Yet there is a good chance 


that as the party matures, arid

To Fight Communism

brief paragraph what needs to 
be read and reflected upon by 
every responsible citizen on 
this side of the Iron Curtain: 


"The problem of our age is 


not how to stop, fight 
or 


eradicate communism. It is 
how to cope with its challenges 
and its appeals in such a way 
that the competing systems on 
the planet may produce more 
benefits 
lo 
mankind 
than 


threats and suffering."

And this is what most dedi- 


cated anti-Communists are not 
able to sec — that it is not 
enough today to be against; 
and that if communism were 
utterly wiped off the earth, we 
would still be faced with huge 
problems of injustice, bigotry, 
starvation, ignorance, disease, 
and poverty. 


All these existed long before 


communism, and will continue 
long after it has been eradi- 
cated — unless we are able to 
help the whole world move 
into the 20th Century. In this 
affluent 
technological age, 


people are no longer willing to 
accept their status or depriva- 
tion as an act of God or 
fateful necessity. They want a 
chance at more of the good 
things of life, and nothing is 
going to stop them. 


It is not enough to demon- 


strate that our system works 


relatively well for us. If it 
won't work well for them, they 
won't want it. We have to 
show how our particular fusion 
of capitalism and democracy 
can pull them out of the mire 
— and if it can't, they will 
turn to some other socio- 
economic mix. 


Communism 
is 
appealing 


only to people who see no 
other way out. It is a creed of 
despair more than of hope; a 
goal for those who feel they 
have nothing to lose. And the 
best way to "fight" it is by 
helping them get something to 
lose, by giving them a real 
stake in society. 


What is stupid about the 


passionate right-wingers is re- 
garding communism j as 
a 


cause, instead of a symptom. 
It is a symptom of a deep 
m a l a i s e in the social 
organism, and if Marx had 
never been born, and the 
whole apparatus of commu- 
nism had not been formulated, 
there would still be the same 
agitation and unrest under a 
different name. 


You don't cure measles by 


rubbing off the spots, and you 
don't eliminate the profound 
disturbances in a social order 
by getting rid of the revolu- 
tionaries. If the causes re- 
main, the symptoms will re- 
appear, in even more virulent 
form. This is an obvious truth 
that despots and doctrinaires 
of both left and right cannot 
seem to grasp.
